TRIED AT CROSS! 


Plan Adopted in Effort to, Ef- 
fectively Direct Traffic at 
Twelfth and Locust. 


Red and green signals will be flashed 
from a semaphore at Twelfth and Lo- 
cust streets next week by the traffic 
patrolman, who has been unable until 
now to effectively direct traffic after 
dark. 

Red electric lights also will top -sub- 
stantial bronze standards to be installed 
by Director of Streets Talbert in a few 
days at the same crossing. These stan- 
dards will replace the movable standards 
row used by the police, which have to 
be moved from the street center when 


darkness falls, so that motor cars may 


not run over them. Conduits are being 
dug at the southeast and northwest cor- 
ners to provide for the red lamp stan- 
dards, and Talbert said they would be 
installed as soon as possible. They will 
mark the course of traffic that turns in 
or out of Locust street. 

The semaphore, which’ Talbert adapted 
from Detroit, will be elevated about 10 
feet, so that chauffeurs can see it at a 
great distance. When traffic is freed 
on Locust street by the patrolman he 
will turn the green light, thus flashing 
the red light or ‘‘closed’ signal to 
Twelfth street traffic. 

Julies Laxton, an assistant to Talbert. 
has cleverly converted one of the old 
traffic standards into a semaphore base, 
and has borrowed a lamp from the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, to aid in 
the first experiment. Laxton proposes 
to use the same system of signalling in 
daylight, substituting red and green 
projecting arms for the lantern lights. 
Motorists now have great difficulty in 
seeing the motion of a patrolman’s arm 
at the crossing because of the great 
width of Twelfth street.

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FINDS GITY TAK 
He PAID $3 FOR 


Deputy Assessor Thought He 
Had Struek Rare Bargain 
With Complaining Owner. 


William C. Schramm, Chief Deputy 
Assessor, bought a white elephant in- 
stead of a rare bargain yesterday when 
he paid $5 to G. H. Folkers for a trian- 
gular lot at Manchester road and Co- 
lumbia avenue, which is assessed at 360. 

Schramm mentioned his supposed good 
fortune to a friend, who learned later 
from Director of Streets Talbert that 
Folkers had asked the city to take the 
lot as a gift to save him the expense of 
$310 estimated special taxes for the pro- 
posed paving of streets on two sides of 
the triangle. 

Schramm must now persuade the city 
to accept the triangle as a gift or must 
invest $310 more in a lot which his office 
considers to be worth less than $100. The 
street improvements are only contem- 
plated as yet, but bills pending in the 
Assembly are likely to be enacted. Fol- 
kers gave Schramm a_e guarantee in 
writing that no taxes, special or general, 
were outstanding against the property, 
but gave no assurance for the future. 

Schramm said he got into the deal 
when Folkers visited the city hall and 
began to complain bitterly that the 
lot was assessed too high. Schramm 
tried to convince Folkers the assessment 
was reasonable for a triangle measuring 
91 feet on two sides and 27 an the third. 
Folkers offered to sell the lot for %5 
if Schramm insisted that it was worth 
$f0, and the deal was hastily consum- 
mated. 

If Schramm allowed the property to be 
sold for special taxes, and it brought 
only $5, the amount he paid for it, he 
would be Hable personally for the $310 
due for special improvements. Director 
Talbert was inclined favorably toward 
Folker’s proposal that the city accept 
a dedication of the lot for public ube, 
and he may thus come to Schramm’s 
rescue. 

Folkers is a coal dealer of Maplewood, 
St. Louis County. His triangle faces 
Columbia avenue on the south, and Man- 
chester road on the north, about 700 
feet west of King’s highway.

LONDON, Jan. 1.—The Danish steam- 
er M. L. Holm, from Savannah, Dec. 1, 
for Christiania, laden with cotton, 
struck a mine off Flamborough Head. 

All 
the members of the crew were rescued 
in lifeboats. They narrowly escaped in- 
jury from fragments of the mine cas- 
ing.

After having received the report of 
Gen. Russky, commanding the army of 
the northwest, the Emperor departed 
from the front. 

The following statement from the gen- 
eral staff of the Commander in Chief 

‘was given out last night: 

“On the left bank of the Vistula no 
important fighting took place today. Be- 
tween the Vistula and the Pilica Rivers 
we have successfully repulsed day and 
night attacks made by the Germans to 
the south of the road from Bolimow to 
Medrevice. To the north of the Rawka 
River we repulsed the German offensive 
by a counter attack. Near the Pilica 
River, in the vicinity of the village of 
Jesergetz, we allowed a German column 
which was attempting a night attack to 
approach to a point 300 paces from our 
trenches and then met it with a galling 
fire which dispersed the enemy. The 
enemy suffered enormous losses. 

“In some districts we have been using 
hand grenades against the enemy with 
greatest success. 

‘In the battle of Inowiods (to the east 
of Tomaszow), the enemy shifted his 
offense from Tomaszow to the direction 
of Opoczno, but midway between these 
two peints, near the villages of Kamens 
and Mazorkia, we succeeded in repulsing 
his attacks. 

‘We also repulsed the Austrian ad- 
vance near Malagoszoz (South Poland) 
and to the south of Pixczow, near 

. Zabrzew. | 

“In Western Galicia the fighting con- 
tinues to develop to our advantage. Our 
troops stormed the fortifications estab- 
lished on the heights to the south of 

““fotax and Krempa, to the north of 
Harvinek and to the southwest of Jas- 
liska. Through bayonet attacks we suc- 
ceeded in the region of Baligrod, to the 
south of Liska, in inflicting on the enemy 
considerable losses. Whole companies

“Late in the evening of Dec. 2 the 
enemy began to retreat precipitately. 

“According to the data received from 
the front we captured on that day a

Curtis Berry of Webster Groves 
Victim of -Accidental Dis- 
charge of Pump Gun. 


Curtis Berry, 6 years old, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John W. Berry of Glendale 
road and Elm avenue, Webster Groves, 
was accidentally shot and killed in his 
home yesterday afternoon by Emmett 


Collins, 15 years old. 

The Collins boy had gone to the Berry 
home to borrow a pump gun for his 
brother. Mrs. Berry refused to let him 
have the gun, telling him it was out of 
order. While she was putting her 5- 
months-old baby, Dorothy, in a high- 
chair, the Collins boy picked up the 
gun and began ejecting the shells. 

It was accidentally discharged, the 
load striking Curtis in the left leg, Just 
below the hip joint. The arteries were 
severed and the child bled to death in 
80 minutes. 

There were four shells in the magazine 
of the gun .when the boy picked it up, 
but none in the chamber. The Collins 
boy was so excited after the accident 
that he was unable to explain how the 
weapon was discharged. Mrs. Berry 
was standing within six feet of him, and 
her little son was playing in a corner 
of the room. 

Coroner Bopp held an inquest and re- 
turned a verdict of accident. The Col- 
ling boy is the son of a widow, who 
lives in the vicinity of the Berry home.

Woman Describes.Luxurious Life 
in French Capital That Came 
to a Sudden End.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—Georgie Davids, 
as Louisville knew her -when she was 
the prettiest glove counter clerk in the 
State of Kentucky, later on the stage 
as “Elaine Elison,’’ which she quit to 
become the wife of Col. Bdward Harri- 
s0n Power, is suing for a separation 
with $300 a month alimony. She says her 
husband deserted her fn Paris. 

This is the handsome, dashing South- 
ern Colonel, millionaire mine owner tnd 
speculator, who, in March, 1904, “broke 
the bank” at Monte Carlo, wirining $37,- 


June, 1912, was sued for $50,000 for breach 
of promise by Miss Maude Mitten; a 
showgirl, known on the stage as Paula 
Dana, to whom he wrote 1400 love let- 
ters within two years. 

“I really do not know how I am go- 
ing to bear it,” Mrs; Power said to a 
reporter. “To be alone tn a ‘large city 
like this without a friend or a cent of 
money,’is terrible. For years I had my 
own apartment at the Ritz in Paris, my 
maid, my motor and an- allowance of 
$1000 a week to spend, and suddenly 
everything is swept away and I am left 
penniless by my husband, whom I 
adored. 

“I was married té Col. Power in No- 
vember, 1897, at the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, this city. At that 
time I was on the stage under the name 
of Elaine Elison, although my real nuime 
was Georgiana Davids. 

Gave Her Country Home. 

“Col. Power presented me with a 
randsome country home at Natchez, 
Miss., and we went to Paris for our 
honeymoon. We met many delightful 
people there and decided to make Paris 
our home. My husband was generosity 
itself, giving me vast sums. of money 
to entertain with and lavishing aauies 
upon me. 

“I was supremely happy. We took a 
suite at the Ritz and numbered among 
our acquaintances Lady Paget, Miss 
Fanny Reed, Duchess de la Rochfoucald, 
Duchess d’Uzes and many other promi- 
nent persons.

James W. Walsh Says Service He 
Has Rende-ed as Private Ctitizes 
Have Not Been Impreper. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 30, 1914.—In 
your issue of the 15th inst., under a Jef- 
ferson City date line, there appeared 
an article headed “Graft of $10,000 a 
Year Uncovered at Jefferson City.” The 
body of the article contained a pur- 


ported interview with Hon. John T. Bar- 
ker, Attorney-General of Missouri. The 
following is quoted in connection with 
the statement or statements Mr. Barker 
is alleged to have made: 

‘‘A Post-Dispatch reporter discovered 
today that employes in two departments 


‘of the State government are selling of- 


ficial information to corporations and 
periodicals,-for which they receive prob- 
ably more than $10,000 a year, and al- 
though the money has ‘not been paid into 
the treasury, Attorney-General Barker 
says it belongs to the State. When the 
facts were laid before Barker, he said 
that the selling of information by an 
officer or employe of the State is un- 
lawful and wrong and those who re- 
ceived the money for such work will be 
compelled to. pay it into the State 
treasury.”’ 

Under a subhead in said article, the 
following concerning the undersigned ap- 
peared: 

“James W. Walsh, corpenniian attor- 
ney in the office of the Secretary of 
State; Charles Yapierre, a clerk in the 
automobile registration section of the 
State Department, and Means Ray, chief 
clerk in the .Insurance Department, 
when confronted with the evidence that 
they are selling information, admitted it 
was true, but said they did not know 
they were doing wrong and insisted that 
they received far less for the work than 
Barker estimated.’’ 

Permit me to say through the columns, 
of your paper that it is not a fact 94 
stated in the paragraph last above quét- 
ed: 1. That I was ‘“‘confronted with the 
evidence.” Your representative, the writ- 
er of the article, has stated in the pres- 
ence of third persons and myself that 
he did not ‘‘confront’”’ me with “any ev!- 
dence.” 2. That I said that I “did not 
know I was’ doing wrong.” I had and 
have no apology to make for rendering 
services, as a private citizen and as a 
lawyer and receiving payment therefor. 
3. That I “insisted’’ that I received far 
less for the work than Barker “esti-| 
mated.” I did not even know of the 
statements attributed to Mr. Barker. As 
a matter of fact, I have been employed 
and have rendered services, as a pri- 
vate citizen and as an attorney, for all 
of which I have been paid, and. there 
has never been any secrecy connected 
with my work. 

In undertaking such employment and 
rendering such services, I have not dis- 

regarded my obligations to the State as 
one of its employes. 

My conduct has not been unlawful and 
wrong, as the article published in your 
paper avers, and would lead the public 
to believe, and I am not subject to a 
suit, either in law or equity, by the State 
on any account whatever. 

I would respectfully ask you to pub- 
lish this statement in your newspaper, 
giving to it the same prominence given 
the original article.

WOULD PERMIT 
GARAGES IN. THE 
-FROWDED DISTRICT 


Fire Prevention Bureau to. Ask 
Repeal of Ordinafice That 
Bars Them From Section. 


Repeal of an ordinance prohibiting 
garages east of’ Twelfth street, between, 
Franklin avenue and Market street, will 
he asked by the Fire Prevention Bureau 
as a result of conferences with city of- 
ficiails who seek to clear downtown 
streets of standing automobiles. 

The fire prevention experts wére per- 
suaded by Director of Public Safety 
Swingiey and Director of Streets Talbert 
that fire hazard was at least ds great 
if automobiles block the curbs and im- 
pede firemen, as the hazard would be if 
garages of up-to-date construction are 
permitted in the congested business dis- 
trict. Garages are permitted only in 
fireproof structures and special regula- 
tions cover th@ storage of gasoline in 
such structures. 

Chief Henley of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau submitted. the question at a 
meeting of the. bureau’s Executive Com- 
mittee and it was decided to ask the 
Municipial Assembly to repeal section 
4 of the garage ordinance, relating to 
the prohibited district. A bill will be 
introduced, probabljy at the first meeting 
of the Council, next Tuesday. 

Director Talbert said he knew of proj- 
ects to construct gurages east of Fourth 
street, near Olive and Pine, if the pro- 
hibition is repealed. Talbert hoped other 
garages would be opened in the vicinity 
of Tenth street, on Olive and Locust 
streets, to afford a place for the keeping 
of scores of machines that stand for 
jong periods in crowded streets. 

Efforts to keep these machines off 
the streets always have been checked 
by the knowledge that there are no 
places downtcwn at which the machines 
might be stored. Machine owners have 
teen permitted to park their vehicles for 
a half hour or so along designated sec- 
tions of the curb downtown, but this 
biecks the street to traffic and would 
interfere with access to an abutting 
building in case of fire.

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Shar pshooters of the 
Trenches Make Targets 
of Enemies’ Periscopes 


Writer Serving as Officer at Front Tells of Thril- 
ling Incidents and Hardships of Exist- 
ence in Muddy Ditches. 


|] Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The following ac- 
count of life at the front is from a cor- 
respondent who volunteered for service 
at the beginning of the war and has 
since been promoted to the rank of of- 
ficer: 


“During the latter part of November 
the army in. the trenches was well-nign 
perishing with cold; since early Decem- 
ber it has been the victim of persistent 
rain and flood. Night after night, whoie 
companies are flvoded out of their 
trenches, while a rearrangement of tiie 
forces has made it impossible to give 
the men their former weekly three days 
of rest in the villages behind the lines 
All the advanced forces will remain in 
their trenches now for 18 days; then 
they hope to have a brief relief. 


“It is difficult to give an idea of what 
rain means in.the trenches. The lines 
under frosty conditions seem  sucn 
orderly, permanent and town-like series 
of cubbyholes that when they all start 
to melt away and cave in under ‘the in- 
fluence of thaw and rain, it is as if one 
were trying to travel through a pitch- 
dark London in ruins. Officers who 
were glorying in fine, new dugouts, 
equipped with all the trench comforts, 
suddenly. found themselves buried in a 
mass of collapsed earth of the con- 
sistency and quality of thick paint. 


Chance for Sharpshooters,. 
“The latest gossip here ts that the In- 
‘dian division and the Germans weré 8v 
close to each other a day or two ag° 
that they used the same parapet for 
their trenches and took turns at firing 
‘eens their mutual loopholes. That, 
of course, is a little exaggerated, but 
serves to illustrate the manner in which 
the two armies keep continually gettinz 
closer and closer. Hand grenades anil 
home-made bombs fashioned out of bis- 
cuit tins can be used advantageously at 
many points. 

“Generally, however, the Seis trenches 
are about 200 yards apart in this sec- 
tion. That gives the sharpshooters plen- 
ty of chance to get in their fine work, 
and it is dangerous to push one's head 
above a trench even’ to sight a rifle. 
Many of the sharpshooters are using 
periscopes much like those of the sub- 
marine, and with. these they can sight 
and shoot accurately without coming 
anywhere near the top of the trench. 
The opposing sharpshooters, of course, 
delight in efforts to hit the tube of 
the periscope, and frequently succeed. 

“Since the rains and floods came, the 
communication trenches 
oozed away. Some of them are like 
rivers; others are knee-deep with pasty 
mud of exactly the same consistency 
as baker’s dough. A regiment which 
{ passed through one such trench a day 
or two ago left- three men behind. and 
had to send a relief party back to dig 
them cut.

“The enemy is very business-like and 
misses no chance to shoot any man

he signalled ‘A miss; right.’ The enemy 
profited by his advice, and the third shot 
passed straight through his head. 


“There are the strictest orders against 
men exposing themselves; but some of 
the careless ones are surprisingly disre- 
gardful of their safety. Yesterday a 
rrivate whe was dragging a sack of coal 
walked slowly along the top of a com- 
muniecating trench 
distancé in full view of the enemy, mere- 
ly because_ the .bottom of the trench 
was muddy and traveling down there in 
safety wou'd have been so laborious. A 
hajl of bullets missed him, but he even 
stopped to light his pipe behind an 18- 
inch willow before he _ deliberately 
climbed back down into the trench with 
his load. 

Tired of Willow Trees. 

whole army is very tired of 
willow trees and poplars... It would be 
a relief to know that we ‘would never 
have to see them again. Wfllow stumps 
are particularly annoying *because in 
the dark they look exactly like a 
crouching soldier, with pérhaps a stray 
limb resembling a leveled gun. 

“I was out scouting two nights ago 
and went further ahead than I had in- 
tended. I had no rifle with me. About 
forty: yards from the enemy’s trench I 
suddenly saw what I thought was a 
German crouching down with leveled 
gun. My heart stopped and I hastily 
signaled for the rifle of a man behind 
me, only to find it not loaded. Then I 
looked up again and found the German 
was only a willow stump. 

“On my way back, when crawling 
cautiously through a turnip field—one 
must move cautiously, for these turnips 
crackle most alarmingly under foot— 
suddenly up went one of their star rock- 
ets, which make the neighborhood light 
as day for a mile around. I dropped 
doewn.. To my horror, I discovered. that 
my face was close alongside a Ger- 
man corpse that had laid there since 
their last unsuccessful infantry attack 
six weeks ago. Another and another 
rocket went up, and it was many min- 
utes before I could get away from that 
grisiy object. I: brought back his hel- 
met and rifle as souvenirs. 

“There is a great supply of news in 
the trenches, but much of it, I regret 
to say, is unreliable. Today, for tn- 
stands, we heard of a great naval vic- 
tory the Bnglish, a great Galician 
victory for the Russians, and for the 
taventieth time, that the Kaiser is sick 
unto death.”

Annie Roquemore Rogers, the first wife, 
and Mrs. Caroline Rogers, the second 
wife, was a childhood friend of Rogers. 

She insisted that in recent yeara all 
three have mingled together in social

Wanted te Relieve Regers. 

“I know I am going to die, they have 
told me there is no hope,’ she whis- 
pered, “and I am glad of it; but I 
want my children to grow up with the 
world believing that their mother’ was 
devoted to the man she loved and that 
our love was a beautiful, honest one.

Christmas ‘eve I waited 12 or 15 minutes at 
Meramec street and Virginia avenue for a south- 
bound car and during that time 10 Grand avenue 
ears arrived and departed before my car came and 
this car had no fire in it.

Old 1914 was the most disgraceful and shame- 
ful in the memory of the oldest inhabitant, if not 
in all history. It went out pretty well shot to 
pieces, and everybody is glad to be rid of the 
old thing. It was a reproach to all concerned. 
ec |The less said about it the better. Forget it! 

Naturally we hope for better things from the 
little new-born Anno Domini, which the Mother 
of Ages presented to old Father Time last night. 
The child was doing fairly well at last reports this 
morning, although its birth was greeted by volleys 
of musketry and it has done nothing but cry 
ever since. This may be a good sign. Crying 
should tend to make it lusty. 

Yet its best friend, its mother’s warmest ad- 
mirer, cannot call little Anno Domini 1915 a pretty 
baby. Candor compels even us to admit that it 
looks unpromising. Possibly this is due to its 
bawling—the which is never becoming, even in 
a child. 

Though we own to certain misgivings, still we 
feel the deepest interest in the infant. It car- 
ries our fond wishes. Our hopes are bound up 
with its future. Homely as it is, it is the apple 
of our eye. So much depends on how it is going 


haps the happiness of all of us. 
We should like. to see the New Year early de- 


seem almost too tremendous for a baby to real- 
ize.

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COMFORT FOR CAR PASSENGERS. 

If the Public Service Commission is laboring 
under the impression that it must make the St. 
Louis street cars comfortable, it should be dis- 
illusioned. Nobody cares whether or not the 
cars are comfortable. Cars have no feelings. But 
every passenger is anxious that he be com- 
fortable. How can we attain that end? -How 
provide for the fat man, the thin man, the fur- 
clad woman, the shivering person sans overcoat 
and underclothing? How maintain the comfort 
of the crowd at the front and back doors as 
well as of those seated or standing in the middle? 
Here’s a problem for an efficiency expert and 
a physician rolled into one. An electric heater 
under each seat, with an individual press but- 
ton for each seated passenger would be some- 
thing. The fat man could keep his turned off 
yhile the .thin man could keep his heater siz- 
zling. 

For those forced to stand, hollow hose straps 
could take the place of the present flat: leather. 
Within each strap there could be a coil of wire, 
electrically heated at the will of the strap hanger. 
This leaves only the feet of the strap hangers 
cold. Why not return to the old plan of a foot 
of straw in each aisle? It would save fuel, as 
straw is both soft and warm. And it would make 
the motorman and conductor feel at home. There 
was less kicking about car comfort when straw 
covered the floors than there has been since. 
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WAR AND POVERTY. 
There strongly_persists a delusion about the 
economic conseq ces of. war which finds ex- 
pression in the following letter from “D. McK.” to 
the New York World: 
“T and a considerable number of my acquaint- 
ances will be glad if you will explain why there 
will be poverty of individuals and impoverished 
nations. War does not destroy money. If each 
of the warring nations, for instance, is spending 
$1,000,000 a day, somebody or collection of some- 
bodies is receiving that money, and: when peace 
is declared there will be exactly as much money 
in the world as there was before the war. As a 
riatter of fact, there will be a larger per capita 
sum throughout the world because of the vast 
numbers of men killed.” 
This is a case of making money representative 
of all property, when in fact it is a mere counter 
in the exchange of property. The world will be 
made poorer by the war to the extent by which 
houses and factories and materials and goods 
and productive labor are destroyed, and money 
has nothing to do with the case. There was as 
much money in San Francisco after the earth- 
quake and fire as ever before, but San Francisco 
was poorer by $200,000,000 in property than it 
was before and could not proceed to become rich- 
er until that loss had been made good. 
It is the world’s experience that destructive 
wars are followed after peace by a tremendous 
quickening of human energy and industry, at 
least in the countries affected. Replacable prop- 
erty will be replaced more quickly than would 
be possible at the former rate of wealth-pro- 
ducing. 
But the destruction is there. The appalling 
losses to the material well-being of the people 


 vivors must work for years before they \navel ees 
brought back the old measure of well-being, for 


a new start forward. . 


SECRET DIPLOMACY. 
Ex-Attorney-General Wickersham has before 
directed public attention to the policy of secrecy 
which more and more has come to dominate the 
State Department at Washington. He returns 
to the matter and uses the contraband note to the 
British Government as a further illustration. 

It is a forceful illustration. This highly im- 
‘portant note involving our relations with Great 
Britain has been made public only in its barest 
outlines. Its temper has been left to be guessed 
at by both peoples. Its precise contentions are 
left to be inferred. 

There are, as Mr. Wickersham Says, “many 
questions which arise betwen nations that prop- 
erly cannot be discussed in public until a crisis 
ig reached or passed.” This may or may not be 
one of them. But it is certainly not one pub- 
licly to be disclosed in skeleton and withheld in 
its spirit and detail. 

Such a course is calculated to make trouble. 
It can never be helpful in composing trouble. 
Mystery is most mischievous when masqueraded 
in the forms of publicity. It compels invective 
and invites the worst possible surmise. We see) 
its perfect work in this case when British com- 
ment on the note is made public and ranges all 
the way from a cloudy optimism to its reception 
as an unfriendly act. 

This is a diplomacy which can find plenty of 
sanction in State Department tradition, but none 
in the spirit of American institutions. It ought 
to be ended once and for all by an administra- 
tion representing a revival of democratic, prin- 
ciples and methods. 
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MR. HOBSON’S PRIVATE DEMON RUM. 

Mr. Hobson having declared during the pro- 
hibition debate that “Alcohol averages 2000 Amer- 
icans a day: alcohol actually kills fully 730,000 
American citizens every year,” certain skeptical 
gentlemen turned to the official mortality fig- 
ures of the United States. They discovered that 
the total deaths of Americans over 5 years old 
number 933,612 a year, or about 2500 a day. That 
ig, if 2000 Arerican citizens die a day from alco- 
holism, only 500, including many children not yet 
out of their teens, are left who die from all other 
causes. They also point to statistics showing 
that only about 6000 die a year whose death is 
really attributed to alcoholism and suggest that 
Mr. Hobson’s figures are an even 724,000— 
or 99.14 per cent—out of the way. 

The skeptical gentlemen are officers of a liquor 
Cealers’ organization and consequently their 
showing in mitigation is to be discredited.. Amer- 
icans have no business to die of anything but al- 
coholism when Mr. Hobson has a prohibition 
speech to make. Almost as malicious and mean 
are those surviving Americans who would confine 
Mr. Hobson to facts in discussing naval needs, 
the Japanese peril or the demon rum. 
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HIGHER COLLEGE TUITION. 
A movement to bring down the high cost of 
college ‘tuition may be among the-events of the 
early future. A number of leading universities, 
some of them heavily endowed institutions, are 
said- practically- to have decided on increasing 
students’ fees next year. Courses for which $150 
a year has been charged will be advanced to $200 
and a 33 1-3 per cent addition to costs made for 
other courses. One probable effect will be an 
enlarged student body at state universities where 
fees are small. ¥ 
Speaking cf the new rates at institutions lo- 
cated in large cities, the New York Press says: 
&Colleges still offering the $150 rate—Co- 
lumbia among them—attratt a large number 
of day students. They live cheaply at home, 
coming to class between breakfast and supper. 
They obtain valuable decrees, but they are 
sacrificing the social life, which means so 
much in a college career away from home. 
Sleeping at one end of a trolley line and 
studying at the other isn’t going to college. 
But Garfield said that sitting at one end of a 
log with a Mark Hopkins at the other end would 
be going to college. May not the day student be 
going to college if he finds the right sort of an 
institution at the end of the trolley line he 
reaches in the morning and leaves at night? 
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ACID TEST FOR NAVAL CRITICS. 
Replying to one of the congressional gentlemen 
who do not think that the $1,200,000,000 we spent 
ov our navy from 1903 to 1913 was enough, Repre- 
sentative T. W. Simms of Tennessee suggested 
an acid test for sincerity of the patriots who are 
lying awake nights worrying over the national 
defense: 

If some great Power—England, Germany or 
any other country that has ships to sell—should. 
offer battleships to us at a low, valuation, just 
as Germany did to Turkey, does anyone think 
that a single one of these gentlemen who are so 
alarmed abont our unprepared condition would 
vote*to buy these ships? Would they not want 
to have ships built in this country, even at greater 
cost to the Government? 

That naval construction should be largely con- 
ducted at our own yards by our own workmen 
is justified by reasons appealing to intelligent 
citizens. But supposing the proposition were 
framed in this way: That after 4 prudent pro- 
gram of new construction and repairs to be ex- 
ecuted at home had been provided for in an ap- 
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000—the proviso should be inserted that all sums 
in excess of that amount for which a naval neces- 
sity should be shown to exist must be expended 
abroad. 

The money expended .abroad would go much 
farther than if spent.at home. If it is national 
defense pure and simple about which the naval 
critics are fearsome, this plan would promise a 
speedier dissipation of their alarm than the plan 
now pursued. 

But how infuriated even a hint of such a plan 
would make them. How they would rage over the 
work of which American labor would be deprived, 
though construction within the $100,000,000 might 
provide them with as much work as the taxpay- 
ers could afford. The proviso would make it 
certain the naval approprjations would never 
exceed $100,600,000. 

The suspicion that they are less solicitous about 
national defense than about the steel makers and 
powder makers does rot attach to all the critics.

Kansas Women Want to Be 
Partners of Their Husbands 


ef Kansas woman will present to 
the Kansas people is that of mak- 
ing her a partner in her husband's 
business. The women row aave the 
right to vote in Kansas, anad they 
propose to use this right tn removing 
some of the inequalities that exist be- 
tween the men and women relating 
The women want 
the probate court laws simplified and 
the extension to the wives of all the 
business rights of their husbands. 
Mrs. C. P. Elmore. of Kiowa is lead- 
ing the fight for equal property rights. 
Kansas was one of the first states to 
extend to a woman the right to hold 


property in her own name and by her 


own fright and without: the interfer- 
ence~of the husband. And a husband 
cannot dispose of his property with- 
out the consent of the wife. But at the 
death of the husband the wife has only 
a dower right in the property and no 
authority over it. 

“The wife should be the partner of 
her husband not only In the home but 
in the business,’ said Mrs. Elmore. 
“When one of two men partners dies 
the business goes right on in the same 
old way, but the widow has nothing 
to say about the management of the 
business, It ought to be possible for 
a widow to go right on with the busi- 
ness of her husband ff she desires, 
without the interference of the courts 
and an administrator or executor and 
a guardian for the children. 

“There are women who are just as 
capable of carrying on their husband’s 
business as the husband himself. Why 
should not the wives be considered in 
all respects as equal partners with 
their husbands?” 

“Our laws for the descent and dis- 
tribution of property are so complicated 
that only a lawyer can untangle them. 
There should be no reason why the 
widow cannot go on with the handling 
of the property left her without the 
intervention of:a lawyer and the Pro- 
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HB first important issue which the | 


bate courts and the necessary fees. The 
widow should have authority to go by 
herself to the Probate Court, make the 
proper showing of the property in her 
charge and be allowed to handle it 
without having a lawyer tell her what 
to do and how to do it and the Probate 
Court refusing to act until she does 
hire a lawyer. There are many small 
estates which have been eaten.up by 
the Probate Court, administration, 
guardianship and lawyer fees.”’ 

In Kansas a woman can retain her 
own name even after her marriage, as 
the Kansas law regards the acceptance 
of the husband’s name merely as a 
matter of custom and not requiring a 


|legal enactment, 


If she had a business previous to her 
marriage she may continue to manage 
it under her maiden name and use her 
husband’s name for social purposes. She 
may even be a notary public under her 
maiden name even after her marriage, 
but only until the commission she held 
previous to the marriage expired, as the 
new commission is required to be issued 
under her husband’s name.

The dispatches 
came yesterday from his personal 
2 | friend, P. G MoDonnell, a Manila edi- 
tor, and for their acouracy, Mr. Worces- 
ter vouched to the committee. 

‘Drastic measures required to prevent 
it from spreading,” the telegram said 
concerning the uprising. “It is gener- 
ally believed the disturbance is being 
influenced by widespread idea of Gov- 
ernment weakness. Sedition not sup- 
pressed because a wrong interpretation 
of administration in circulation by poli- 
ticlans among ignorant masses. For- 
eigners apprehensive. Great many have 
applied for firearms permit. Impossible 
to do anything to oorroborate many 
facts. Witnesses are forbidden to give 
information. Government will not allow 
us to see documents seized by army.’’ 
‘Communications secured indicating | & 
Americans were to be attacked. Prop- 
erty to be confiscated or destroyed. Ab- | @ 
solutely no American connected withi&s 
uprising.”’ ; 
Mr. Worcester gave it ag his opinion 
that the disturbances were what might 
be expected if independence were grant- 
ed. He declared Philippines politicians, 
“who love to fish in troubled waters,”’ 
were in favor of immediate independ- 
ence, meaning an independence under 
which they would hold office with the 
United States. navy lying in the har 
bors to prevent international complica- 
tions. He added that the ‘‘vocal sen- 
timent” of the islands was in favor of 
independence, but the predominating 
real sentiment was opposed to it.

Mr. Worcester was asked for his opin- 
lon of what would happen iff tndepend- 
ence within the next three or four years 
were granted.

Shortly, the feeling between the 
different factions would result in blood- 
shed and anarchy. Not very long after- 
ward there would be aggression against 
foreigners growing out of the disorder, 
and that aggression would be made a 
pretext by some foreign power for selz- 
ing the islanda.’’ 


MILITARY ASSASSINATIONS 
MUST END, SAYS GUTIERREZ 


Circular Says Elven Enemies of Re- 
public Shall Have Guaranties 
Granted by Law. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Gen. Gutter- 
rez has issued a circular to his Gen- 
crals, saying he is ‘‘resolved to afford 
guarantees to al] inhabitants of the 
republic, without distinction of classes, 
including enemies of the revolution, 
who shall have all guarantees granted by 
law to culprits and delinquents, and 
will proceed with all energy against 
those who continue perturbing public 
tranquillity whatever be their military, 
pecuniary or social positions, by setzing, 
kidnaping or assassinating defenseless 

persons.” 

The text of the circular was received 
today at the State Department. 

“On our administrative conduct,” the 
circular says, ‘‘depends the recognition 
cf our Government by foreign Powers. 
The most elementary principles of mor- 
ality and justice demand that the right 
to punish belongs only to authority 
through tribunals and is subject’ strictly 
to public procedure marked by law, but 
never to private parties nor to chiefs 
of armed groups, however numerous, for 
hesides discrediting themselves they 
discredit the Government they serve.”
